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Parish opens ‘arms’ to handicapped

CHULA VISTA—St. Rose of Lima 
Church here seems to sit quietly ona 
busy corner—H and Third Streets — 
but look closer. For there’s as much 
activity going on inside the white 
building: as there is at that 
intersection. 

And besides, handicapped people 
know they. are always welcomed at the 
church and have no problem 
participating in all of its religious and 
other activities. 

MANY PEOPLE PROBABLY have 
never noticed the street level entry 
way or the ramps on either side of it. 


But you would notice these modifica-_ 


tions if you were confined to a 
wheelchair. These attempts to 
accommodate the handicapped are 
just the beginning of the special 
program set up by the South Bay area 
parish. 


lf it’s early Sunday morning you'll 
see an interpreter for the deaf signing 
the pastor's Mass for her students and 
if it's a Saturday morning you are 
likely to hear laughter coming from 
classrooms behind the church. 


But the children who are laughing 
can’t hear their own laughter. These 
children are deaf and each Saturday 
morning they can be found with 
Jessie Martinez, who teaches 
catechism to the deaf at the church.

sign language. In fact, Pat is deaf 
himself and will be offering a class in 
sign language beginning this week. 

The children study their lessons on 
the Gospel reading before the Sunday 
Mass to acquaint themselves with the 
subject matter so they will better be 
able to follow the sermon. 


Currently, 10 children attend the 
class from throughout the area. 


“ITS A VERY NICE feeling to know 
that they understand what the priest 
is saying,” said Jessie, who attended 
the New Mexico School for the Deaf 
and has been teaching religion 
classes to the deaf for three years. 


“They have so much faith in God but 
they need someone to minister to 
them in a way they can understand,” 
she added, automatically supplying 
the hand gestures as she spoke. 


“It is one parish that is meeting the 
needs of all its people including the 
handicapped. Its programs are well- 
established,” said Sister Kathryn 
Jennings, diocesan director of special 
education. 


In another classroom, there is a 
hush as the teacher tells the students 
that Jesus is now among them. 
Twenty-eight mentaliy retarded 
students from seven to 33 years of age 
with all degrees of ability receive a

education.

The program at St. Rose offers five 
classes for beginners, for first 
communicants, preparation for 
confirmation, ecumenical partici-

living. 

There are seven certified teachers 
and four aides conducting the weekly 
sessions. 


“WE USE LOTS OF stories and 
dramatizations. Songs, pictures and 
audio visual materials are also used,” 
said Hazel Abreu, a parishioner of St. 
Rose. 


“It is much more of a program of 
experiencing. Itisn’t that these people 
can’t achieve or can’t learn. They just 
learn more slowly.” 


Although there are separate 
classes for the handicapped they “are 
by no means separated. They serve as 
ushers and altar boys and help out in 
many areas of parish work,” added 
Hazel. 


THE CURRENT PROGRAM is a 
direct outgrowth of the “Holy 
Innocents” group begun by the 
Sisters of the Holy Family in 1960. 


“It’s important to bring them into a 
full participation of the celebration of 
the total community,” said Sister 
Kathryn. 

“Mass is the place for them to 
experience this celebration. The 
parish is sensitive and open to the

Sister Kathryn added that the clergy 
at St. Rose of Lima has been 
extremely supportive and encourag- 
ing in efforts to minister to their 
handicapped parishioners. 


SISTER KATHRYN NOTED that 
March has been designated Mental 
Retardation Month. She encourages 
the community to renew its efforts to 
increase awareness of, and sensitivity 
to, mentally retarded persons. 


“Too often when our neighbors, 
friends and parishioners hear the 
term ‘mentally retarded’ they think in 
terms of disability, focusing on what 
the mentally retarded person has 
trouble doing. But they have many 
gifts and do many things very well,” 
she explained. 


“THEY ALL HAVE their talents,” said 
Hazel, whose son Joe is mentally 
retarded and an accomplished local 
artist. 

She added that handicapped 
children and their parents experience 
rejection in attempts to integrate their 
children into society in the past and 
did not venture out but that recent 
years have brought progress in the 


recognition of handicapped people 
and their needs. 

“I think that people are more aware, 
and more importantly, more accept- 
ing and that’s what counts.”

POPE’S AFRICAN TRIP—Pope John Paul II will 
probably visit Zaire, Ghana and Congo: in late April or 
early May, the Italian news agency, ANSA, reported. It 
cited unnamed Vatican sources for its information. 
Recently the pope said he plans to visit the continent this 
year. 


ANOTHER PAPAL VISIT—Church and government 
authorities in Brazil are completing arrangements for a 
10-day, 9,000-mile tour by Pope John Paul in July. 
Tentative plans include papal visits to a eucharistic 
congress, anniversary celebrations of the major church 
agency in Latin America and the official opening of a 
Marian. shrine. 


MORE FOOD STAMPS — Faced with the prospect that 
the federal food stamp program will run out of funds this 
spring, the House Agriculture Committee has voted: to 
raise the current food stamp spending limit by more than 
$2 billion, to $8.7 billion. : 


PASTORAL ON RACISM ISSUED—The bishops’ 
pastoral letter calling for the total elimination of racism 
from church and society has been published in booklet 
form. The pastoral letter, “Brothers and Sisters to Us,” 
was approved at the bishops’ general meeting in 
Washington in November. 


Racism is “a sin that divides the human family, blots 
out the image of God among specific members of that 
family and violates the fundamental human dignity of 
those called to be children of the same Father,” said the 
bishops. 


IMPROVEMENTS AT LOURDES—French Minister of — 


Transportation Joel Le Theule has announced several 
improvement projects for the 1981 International 
Eucharistic Congress at Lourdes. He said the major 
project will be to improve railway traffic in the area. Other 
projects include drainage of a 20-acre field in front of the 
Grotto of the Apparitions. 


FAITH AND FIESTA—More than 1,000 parish 
musicians from the United States and the Caribbean are 
expected to join liturgists, clergymen, choir members 
and educators at the regional convention of the National 
Pastoral Musicians Association in Miami April 14-17. 


“Faith and Fiesta 1980” is the theme of the meeting. 
FUND RAISING SET BACK — Efforts to regulate fund — 


raising by. religious groups and other charitable 


_ organizations were dealt a setback when the Supreme | 


Court struck down a law permitting fund solicitation only - 
by groups that spend a specific percentage of their 
money for charitable purposes. The court said such laws 
may inhibit the right to free speech. 


AD EXPRESSES ‘ANGER’ — More than 2600 Catholic 
individuals and 100 groups signed a statement 
expressing “anger and great sadness” over the recently 
growing spirit of “repression and silencing” in the 
Catholic Church. Entitled “Even the Stones Will Cry Out,” 
the statement and accompanying names filled four full 
ad pages in. the Feb. 22 issue of the National Catholic 
Reporter. The statement was sponsored by Catholic 
Advocates for Equality, an ad-hoc coalition formed to 
respond to this “new pattern of intimidation within the 
church.” 


DISSIDENT SUPPORTED — The Pontifical Academy of 


‘Sciences has expressed “solidarity and sympathy” for 


banished Soviet physicist Andrei Sakharov, a leading 
dissident and spokesman for human rights in the Soviet 
Union. 


POPE BEGINS LENTEN RETREAT — Pope John Paul 
began a week-long Jenten retreat Feb. 24 aftera crowded 
weekend schedule. “This evening the pope, together with 
the cardinals and prelates of the Roman Curia, will retire 
for about a week to participate in spiritual exercises inthe 
Mathilda Chapel,” he told some 30,000 people in St. 
Peter's Square. All public and private audiences and 
official functions were cancelled for the week. 


SEMINARIANS GET ADVICE — Seminary life should be 
marked by the habits of self-denial, silence, prayer and 
meditation, obedience and appropriate clerical dress, 
Says a new circular letter to the world’s bishops issued by 
the Vatican’s Congregation for Catholic Education.

Campaign seeks to meet 
parish, diocesan needs 


SAN DIEGO—This year’s Stewardship 
‘campaign, known as the Diocesan and 
Parishes .Service Appeal, is a flexible 
program to meet the needs at the parish 
and diocesan levels, said Father William 
Kraft, Stewardship director. 


“This is not a hard and fast development 
campaign where we are striving for a fixed 
amount’ with fixed goals for the parishes, 
Father Kraft said. 


“THE PARISH takes the plan and uses 
the services of the campaign” and sets its 
own goal to meet its obligation to the 
diocese and its own educational and 
ministerial needs, he added. 


In addition to funding parish programs 
and services, the campaign will also 
provide essential funds for such diocesan 
work as family and drug abuse counseling, 
religious education and refugee 
assistance. 


It will also continue to help finance 
college campus ministries, hospital 
chaplaincies, the education of seminar- 
ians, clergy retirement and high school 
scholarships. 


AS IT DID last year, the campaign will 
also provide funds for the neighboring 
Mexican dioceses of Tijuana and Mexicali 
as the universal Church aspect of 
Stewardship. 


The first commitment Sunday was last 
week and parishioners who did not have 
the opportunity to make a pledge then can 
do so on the second commitment Sunday, 
March 2. 


In fact, according to Father Kraft, most 
parishes will probably make the next three 


Sundays available for those who wish to 
make a financial pledge. 


PARISHIONERS in many parishes found 


‘commitment envelopes in the pews last 


Sunday in which to make a pledge and, if 
they desired, to pay a portion or the full 
amount of that pledge. 


This is an innovation for this year's 
program to simplify the pledge-making 
process. But the pledge cards are still 
being used, and parishioners can make 
their pledges on those cards as well. 


Those who do not pay off their pledges at 
the time they make them will be billed and 
can pay them off in monthly installments. 

“STEWARDSHIP has become a way of 
life in this diocese,” Father Kraft said. 


“The people look forward to it and 
respond willingly to keep parish and 
diocesan programs and services going, 
because they use these services and see 
the growth that has occurred in their own 
parishes because of Stewardship.” 


Father Kraft is serving as Stewardship 
director in his capacity as director of the 
diocesan Office of Financial Programs and 
Planning, located in the Catholic 
Community Services’ building in 
downtown San Diego. : 

THE OFFICE acts as a research center 
and assists pastors and parishes in such 
areas as identifying and using the talent of 
their parishioners in shared parish 
responsibility and to assist them in raising 
capital funds. 

Father Kraft was elected last summer to 
the board of directors of the National 
Stewardship Council, with headquarters 
in Albany, N.Y.

Lay volunteers bring word 
of God to MCC inmates 


SAN DIEGO—A prison is a strange 
place to spend a Saturday afternoon. But 
volunteers involved in a program which 
has brought the Word of God to some 800 
imprisoned men at a local detainment 
facility don’t think so. 


At the Metropolitan Correctional Center, 
volunteers have been conducting 
catechist classes for inmates in a year-old 
program under the direction of the 
prison’s ‘Catholic. chaplain, Father Bill 
Nadeau. 


“SOME OF THESE men never held a 
Bible in their hands before and not too 
many know the origins of the Old and New 
Testaments,” said Julio Loperena, a 
parishioner of Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart, San Diego, who has been working at 
MCC since last March. 


Under the program, prisoners study and 
read passages from the Bible and then 
participate in discussions to examine the 
messages of their readings in weekly one 
and a half hour sessions. 


There are currently 50 volunteers 


‘conducting classes at the facility, which 


has about 550 inmates. Recently, another 
segment was added, which is a class for 
youths (undocumented aliens, smug- 
glers, etc.) taught by young persons on 
Saturday afternoons. 


NOT ALL THE prisoners who attend the 
classes are Catholic but as “Christians we 
have more in common than not in 
common,” said Carmen Gilnan, also a 
parishioner of Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart. She is one of the 35 Spanish- 
speaking volunteers. 


While most of the prisoners attend only 
two or three sessions before being 
transferred to other facilities, the 
volunteers feel that even the short time the 
inmates do attend classes makes their 
work worthwhile. 


“The fact that we go down there (MCC) 


each week shows them that we care about 
them and their faith,” said Guadalupe 
Huerta, another volunteer. “And we want 
them to realize that there is a God who 
cares about them.” ; 


EACH OF THE volunteers has his or her 
own stories about inmates who found the 
Lord in prison, took a Bible with them 
when they left and continued to study the 
Lord’s word. 


IN ANOTHER AREA of the maximum 
security facility where minimum security 
juvenile prisoners, youths between 12 and 
18, attend catechist classes taught by 
other youths. 


Lucina Saenz, 20, a student at San 
Diego State University, and Jesus 
Ploneda, 21, a social welfare major at San 
Diego City College, began teaching at the 
prison about four weeks ago. 


JESUS’ SISTER, Silvana, 22, a nursing . 
major at San Diego City College, recently 
joined them for the weekly classes. 


Their class, as many of the others, is 
conducted in Spanish because of the high 
percentage of Spanish-speaking. :

Change the weapons into bread 


“Make the missiles become bread. May 
the world not send missiles and projectiles 
to the hungry. But may these arms, 
through human genius, be transformed 
into bread.” 


This plea by Cardinal Stefan Wyszynski, 
primate of Poland, to all nations is not only 
poignant, but is an essential call during 
these troubled times and volatile 
situations in the world today. — 


The cardinal’s plea, if it is even heard, 
will no doubt result in another moot 
argument between those who advocate 
peace through the reduction and eventual 
elimination of arms, and those who say 
non-aggressive nations, such as the U.S., 
must keep pace with the arms race to 
insure peace. Meanwhile the buildup of 
powerful weaponry continues. 


it was Pope John Paul II, addressing the 
United Nations during his U.S. visit last 
October, who said: 


“The continual preparations for war 
demonstrated by the production of ever _ 
more numerous, powerful and sophisti- - 
cated weapons in various countries show, 
that there is a desire to be ready for war, 
and being ready means being able to start 
it; it also means taking the risk that 
sometime, somewhere, somehow, 
someone can set in motion the terrible 
mechanism of general destruction.” 


Granted the United States cannot 
reduce its armaments until other major 
powers decide to doso as well. Butthe U.S. 


needs to pursue even more ardently 


strategic arms limitation and the Congress 
needs to act more quickly on resulting 
treaties. 


At a liturgical ceremony at the Marian - 


Shrine of Jasna Gora, Cardinal Wyszynski 
prayed for ‘Christ to ‘‘develop the 
conscience of rich and opulent nations, in 
order that they put an end to the 
production of arms.” 


It will take a miracle for the pope’s call to 


be heeded and the cardinal’s prayer to be 
answered. 

As long as the people who control 
countries continue to deny the God who 
created them or who refuse to subject their 
wills to His, the world will remain a volatile 
and dangerous place to live. 


The pope has indicated that unrest and 
violence stem from the denial of human 
rights. This of course includes the 
opportunity to earn wages to provide 
adequate food supplies and other 
essentials for life with human dignity 
including religious freedom. 


Pope John Paul also told the United 
Nations, “All human beings in every nation 
and country should be able to enjoy 


in’ praying, 


political regime or system. Only the 


safeguarding of this real completeness of . 


rights for every human being, without 
discrimination, can we insure peace at its 
very roots.”

In reply to your editorial on gun control 
(SC, Feb. 21), the gun lobby that you refer 
to is composed of sportsmen, hunters, 
gun collectors and 50,000,000 respect- 
able gun owners.

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Consider these bizarre contrasts. 


At a time when legal abortions are 
destroying millions of human lives in the 
United States, we are about to set up 
clinics to provide for “in vitro” fertilization 
(the “test tube” conception. highly 
publicized in England a couple of years 
ago.) 

Now, another example: The Washington 
Post reports that a 20-year-old woman-has 
been artificially inseminated in order to 
carry and bear a child for a Delaware 
couple. 

THE WIFE WAS UNABLE to conceive; 
they were tired: of waiting for an adoption. 
They enter into this startling agreement 
while thousands of nearby women are

These contrasts seem so weird that our 
minds search for some kind of 
explanation. 


On reflection, | see an explanation for 
these actions—and a number of other 
conflicts over ethical conduct—in two 
radically different approaches to ethical 
behavior. . 

ONE APPROACH starts with the specific 
problem, values and intentions of the

Last week, | talked about the need for 
the family to examine its spirituality, warts 
and all, and to talk about how it can grow 
together during Lent. This. week, I'd like 
you to get together again to scrutinize that 
which hampers your family’s. unique 
prayer effectiveness. | have a list of what | 
call the Ten Impediments that | use with 
families at workshops and retreats. 


So pull up a family, light a candle, say a 
prayer together, and check the 
Impediments against your family’s 
spirituality. | 


1. Time together: Some families report 
they can’t pray together because they 
rarely see each other. When one is home, 
another is at basketball practice. or 
working. What times of the week can your 
family isolate to pray together? Not even a 
half hour weekly? 


2. Family calendar: This is an adjunct to 
the first but goes beyond it. The family that 
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viewpoint

individuals. Most of us have great 
respect for the desire of a husband and 
wife to conceive and raise their own 
children. We have great sympathy for such 
a couple when, through no fault of their 
own, they are unable to do so in a natural 
way. 


For so many people, this respect and 
sympathy is the primary source of their 
ethical evaluation. If technology offers 
hope to sucha couple, fine. Society should 
rejoice with them, should put no obstacles 
in their way. 


IN ANOTHER situation: a young 
unmarried girl or a wife facing severe 
family problems becomes. pregnant 
unintentionally. 


Considering all the emotional, physical 
and financial consequences for the 
woman, any compassionate person will 
feel deep sympathy for the anxiety and 
difficulties she faces. 


In our emotions, none of us wants to” 
make her situation more difficult. So, 
nine of us (who happened to be on the 
Supreme Court) rule that if her decision is 
‘to have an abortion it is a purely private 


decision and society can place no 


is over-extended with each member off in 
his/her sphere of activities doesn’t spend 
enough time together to really know one 
another, which is a requisite for shared 
prayer and spirituality in the home. Check 
your schedule and the reasons behind an 
overloaded calendar. Is itto keep you away 
from one another? 


3. Spousal indifference: In some 
families, one parent is the proponent of 
family spirituality while the other is the 
obstacle. Eventually, the enthusiastic 
parent becomes a holy nag, a resentful 
martyr, or a non-participant, also. Talk 
about shared enthusiasm and _ indiffer- 
ence. If just one person wants family 
spirituality, then the subject needs to be 
discussed as a family together. 


4. Media abdication: Some homes 
revolve around the television schedule 
and when families say, “We have notime,” 
they mean TV comes first. Which is more 
important to your family’s future: a half 
hour of shared prayer or Mork and Mindy?

OTHERS, ESPECIALLY Catholics, 
approach ethical choices from a different 
starting point. It’s not that we are devoid of 
compassion and sympathy, but we begin 
with a number of basic values which we 
find in God's will manifested to us. in 
revelation and in nature. 3 


For example, we know that a lot of 
painful consequences follow if we accept 
as a basic value: No one has an ethical 
cient to directly destroy innocent human 
ife. 


Such a principle might make hard 
demands on soldiers who are given direct 
orders which contradict it. If an individual 
saw the Vietnam War as contradicting this 
principle, he would be bound in 
conscience to refuse to participate, no 
matter what the courts said about 
conscientious objection to a particular 
war. 

THE PRINCIPLE would provide a painful 
answer to the textbook case of the lifeboat. 
commander who could save the majority 
only by forcing one or more of the 
survivors over the side.

Lent II: Developing family spirituality 


5. Absentee parenting: Is dad always at 
work? Momalways on the phone? Are you 
about doing the “important” things in life, 
too busy to spend a few quiet moments 
with your youngsters? Why? 


6. Interfaith marriage: If yours is an 
interfaith marriage and you are afraid to 
push prayer because it might infringe 
upon the rights and feelings of your 
spouse, ask him or her if together you can 
work out a family prayer program that is 
uniquely yours. Otherwise, your marriage 


‘prevents rather than generates spiritu- 


ality. 


7. Teen non-communication: Your 
teenagers may feel that it isn’t cool to take 
part in a family spirituality effort and to 
avoid the showdown, you avoid prayer and 
ritual in your home. Address this and ask 
them to design something with which to 
they are comfortable (like scripture and 
music sessions). Or share prayer without 
them, but don’t let it. prevent the family 
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accept the judgment that the fetus is truly 
human life, you are led to decisions which 
might contradict all your feelings of 
compassion and sympathy. 


Another source of tension lies inthe fact 
that many of us see some of these basic 
values as founded not only in revelation 
(which is a matter of faith) but also in 
nature. 


| CAN BE A Buddhist or an atheist and 
still hold that it is always wrong to directly 
destroy innocent human life. And, as a 
citizen, | have a right to urge my society to 
respect this judgment in its laws. In doing 
so, | am not imposing my faith convictions 
on those who do not share my faith. 


This difference in the source and 
methodology of ethical thought is at the 
root of many bitter public debates. It shall 
continue to be a source of conflict in 
America for a long time to come. 


Some of the issues, however, might be 
clarified—and some of. the bitterness 


- might be moderated—if we recognize 


how decent, well-intentioned people can 


defend such contradictory ethical 


judgments.

8. Lack of faith: Many parents have no 
faith base from which to start and the 
reason they want prayer during Lent is so 
that the children will continue to practice 
the faith even if the parents have stopped 
believing. This is futile but common. 


9. Apostolic overkill: Some parents try 
too hard to instill a sense of spirituality in 
their homes and as aresult, nobody values 
it very much. Talk about this. Is it an” 
impediment to real prayer and faith 
sharing in your family? 


10. Embarrassment: It’s common to 
find Catholic families that are too 
uncomfortable and embarrassed to pray 
together or even to discuss God or religion 
together. If this is a reality in your home, 
address the situation openly, asking 
where did we get this attitude and howcan 
we overcome it? 


Next week: some new forms of prayer 
and how they might work for your family. 
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Everyone has known at least one time 
when quite suddenly he or she will be able 
to see with remarkable clarity something 
that has previously been obscure or 
unnoticed. Or come to see it differently — 
“in a new light.” 


Itis a moment of heightened perception . 
that comes as a revelation, an awareness 
beyond our normal selves. A pin-point of 
time, a flash of illumination, perhaps no 
more, but it can change us radically, 
altering our appreciation of persons or 
things, concepts or ideas, and influencing 
our whole attitude. “It changed my life,” 
people will say and they will be telling the 
truth. 


PERHAPS THERE is an altered 
percipience of some friend or relative; 
perhaps some hitherto uncomprehended. 
truth or mystery is immediately clarified; 
perhaps beauty becomes apparent where 
we had not noticed it before —or holiness, 
or kindness, or humility. But whatever it 
may be, the effect is always deep enough 
to change our previous concepts and our 
life in some way. : 

These moments of altered perception 
can be triggered by almost anything. 
There may quite literally be a “different 


Q: When did crucifixion begin as a 
punishment? ; 

A: Crucifixion was employed by the. 
barbarians and used somewhat by the 
Greeks; it came to the Romans by way of 
Carthage. There are few written 
descriptions of crucifixion precisely 
because no ancient writer wanted to dwell 
too long on this cruel procedure. 


In general, as Martin Hengel notes, 
“crucifixion was a punishment in which 
the caprice and sadism of the execution- 
ers were given full rein. All attempts to give 
a perfect description of the crucifixion in 
archaeological terms are therefore in vain; 
there were too many different possibilities 
for the executioner.” 


What usually happened was this: the 
condemned person was first whipped 
severely — which would, of course, help to 
‘shorten his life; then he was made to carry 
the crossbeam to the place of execution. 
There he was nailed to the beam which 
was then attached to the already standing 
vertical beam; to reduce the weight of the 
body on the arms, the victim was seated 
on a wooden: peg. 


By the time of Constantine in the fourth 
century, crucifixion was replaced by 
hanging: “Hanging is a lesser penalty 
than the. cross. For the gallows kills the 
victim immediately, whereas the cross 
tortures for a long time.. 


Second Sunday of Lent; March 2. Genesis 
15:5-12, 17-18; Philippians 3:14-4:1; 
Luke 9:28-36. 


One of the most powerful pieces of 
religious literature is the 15th chapter of 
Genesis. The leanness of the prose, the 
vividness of the figures, and the depth of 
its theological insights all contribute to its 
power. The ancient readers, more 


appreciative that we, must have been 


fascinated by it. 


First, the story itself. When God called 
Abram from the land of his fathers, he 
promised him a great name and many 
descendants (Genesis 12:1-3). Now some 
years later Abram is still without an heir. 
Yet he “puts his faith in the Lord” who 
then, in what we would call a bizarre ritual, 
initiated a covenant with the patriarch. 


LETS CONSIDER those ‘theological 


light” on a subject—a sudden ray that 
highlights unsuspected aspects in a 
landscape, a face, a principle—a dawn, a 
sunset. 


It may be a personal awakening 
following great sorrow or happiness or 
failure, some kind of jolting experience 
that breaks us away from our accustomed 
habit of thinking. Sometimes itis achance 
remark that strikes deeper than anyone 
expected it to. 


THESE LITTLE FLASHES of clear 
sightedness can be disturbing. Often we 
feel they must have some origin apart 
from our own being, but basically it means 
simply that we are seeing things as they 
really are, understanding them as they 
really are, not as we have conditioned 
ourselves to see them. 


Few of us see clearly in the normal 
course of events. Our vision is usually 
darkened and distorted by some form of 
prejudice or envy, fear and self-delusion. 


Often when we look at people or things 
we see what we expect to see,-we see our 
particular concept of the person or thing. 
Which is probably why we look at each 
other's friends or spouses exclaiming, “I 
can’t-see what he or she sees in that one.” 


In Roman times crucifixion was 
reserved for those persons guilty of 
desertion to the enemy, the betraying of 
secrets, murder, the serious falsification 
of wills and —in the case of Jesus — incite- 
ment to rebellion. 


-Hengel notes that “because of its : 
harshness, crucifixion was almost always 


inflicted only on the lower class; the upper 
class could reckon with more ‘humane’ 
punishment.” 


And he goes on to add: “We can see 
here, in the educated world of antiquity, a 
schizophrenia similar to that which we 
encounter in connection with the use of 
the death penalty in large areas of modern 
society.” 

Reflecting on the historical pheno- 
menon brings to mind several thoughts: 
first of all, religious paintings give the 
impression that, as Jesus made his way to 
Calvary, the road was thronged with 
people watching this spectacle. Not at all! 
They couldn't care less because they were 
familiar with this sort of thing. 


Their reaction would be similar to ours 
when we pass an accident on the freeway: 
“Poor devil, that’s too bad.” In other words, 
and in keeping with the times, Jesus even 
subjected himself to an ordinary but tragic 
happening—no histrionics, no spectac- 
ular actions: in the eyes of the world 
nothing terribly unusual was going on. 


insights. There is, first of all, the divine 
initiative, an invarying element in all of 
biblical religion. God always acts first, and 
always in a saving way, here in the form of 
a promise. 


Abram believes in God. This is, again, 
always the first and expected response of 


the human person. It is here an act of . 


acceptance of and surrender to the 
promising God. 


There is no compelling reason, no 
persuasive argument. It is sheer faith. St. 
Paul never ceased marveling at this faith 
of Abram’s (Galatians 3:6-9, Romans 4:1- 
25).

BUT NOW AND again we might. That, | 
think, is what happened to Peter, James 
and John on the mountain when they 
“awakened” and saw Jesus, radiant, inthe 
company of Moses and Elijah. For the first 
time they saw him in his glory, although it 
was by no means the first time his glory 
had been upon him. But briefly, he was 
transfigured in their sight. 


What happened afterwards is very much 
like our own reactions to moments of 
personal awakening. They wanted to 
prolong the time. “Let us build tents here,” 
so that the moment might be captured 
and kept. But we cannot cling to these 
flashes of perception. They are meant to 
be used, to teach and to improve, like any 
normal understanding. 


Jesus went down from the mountain 
straight into the fight against demonic 
forces, just as he had to do every day of his 
earthly mission. The apostles went back to 
the regular routine not knowing quite what 
to.think except that Jesus was more than 
they had believed him to be, a prophet and 
the beloved of God. And they did not speak

Secondly, the words of Paul really take 
on meaning: “He did not spare his own 
Son, but gave him up for all” (Rom. 8:32). 


Q: Who was Constantine the Great and 
what did he have to do with. the early 
Church? 


A: At the turn of the fourth century 
Constantine was the Western emperor and 
Lincinius ruled the East. Whether or not 
Constantine saw a vision of a cross with 
the words, “In this sign you will conquer,” 
he did author a policy of toleration for the 
Catholic Church which had, until that 
time, undergone a number of persecu- 
tions. 


Both he and Licinius agreed, in January 
of 313, to the following: freedom of religion 
and worship was guaranteed (note that the 
Church was not made the official state 
religion); and property taken during the 
persecutions had to be: restored to the 
Church. 


Henceforth, the Catholic religion was 
recognized and protected by the Roman 
state. As a result, converts poured into the 
Church; earlier church buildings were torn 
down and larger ones built (which is why 
we have no present day trace of former 
churches); and Christian worship

‘God wills to have deep relationship with us’ 


The passing between the divided pieces 
by “a smoking brazier and a flaming torch” 
symbolizes God's acceptance and 
ratification of the coventant terms. God, as 
it were, puts His own life on the line for His 
servant Abram. 


We also read that “a deep, terrifying 
darkness enveloped” Abram. It is the 
same Hebrew word that. is translated 
“deep sleep” in Genesis 2:21, where it is 
said of Adam before God created woman 
out of his side. The idea expressed is that 
something awesome is about to happen 
and it is God’s doing, not man’s. 


WHAT ALL OF THIS says to us is hard to 
express adequately. But it does say that 
God wills to inaugurate a deep relationship 
with a people. There is almosta divine loss 
of self-control in His eagerness to make 
human beings His friends. And on the 
human side there is simply the 


of it to anyone at that time. 


SOME OF US do speak of such things 
when they affect us. Perhaps in an effort to 
make them more comprehensible, or to 
share what we have learned. Perhaps to 
garner a little credit to ourselves, a little 
importance, as if we were especially 
privileged to be given such insight. 


But insights are often a matter of will 
and practice. We decide, at some point, to 
make a habit of looking for the reality. 
behind the surface of things and people by 
freeing ourselves as much as possible 
from pre-conceived ideas and all those 
self- protective mechanisms and_ atti- 
tudes. Then, as we “awaken” to a more 
enlightened consciousness, and are more 
open to the uniqueness and apartness of 
other people, other ideas and so on, we 
become open to “insight,” the way of 
looking to the inner meaning. 


Flashes of insight, of altered perception, 
do not make us more exceptionally 
spiritually or intellectually gifted; they do 
not make us “psychic.” But they do 
indicate that we are slowly approaching 
the clear-sightedness that is our heritage 
and that was perfectly normal to Jesus in 
his human life. 


development of the Mass with the 
emergence of pageantry, processions and 
all the trappings needed to organize large 
groupings of the faithful. 


Constantine himself embraced a 
superstitious form of Christianity in 312. 
The historian Planque describes it in this 
way: “Engaged as he was in a very 
dangerous enterprise, on the eve of a 
decisive battle, and lacking the support of 
the pagan powers, who seemed to 
withdraw themselves, this. was without 
doubt merely the superstitious action of a 
gambler, who wished to test a mysterious 
force.” 


However, his conversion to Christianity 
was never really entirely separated from 
his former beliefs; his language was still 
vaguely monotheistic; he made many 
references to paganism, e.g., coins were 
inscribed with the symbol of the sun. 


In short, the pagan survivals in 
Constantine are due to his natural desire 
to please the pagan citizens and his own 
hazy thinking. He was never a cate- — 
chumen and he remained outside the 
Church until the day of his death when he 
was finally baptized.

In-reflecting on this we want to say with 
Job: “In my thoughts during visions of the 
night, when deep sleep (that same 
Hebrew word) falls on men, fear came 
upon me, and shuddering, that terrified 
me to the bones” (4:13-14). But we “put 
our faith in God” and let Him “do His 
thing.” 

Reading the Gospel in the context of that 
Genesis passage, we see the same divine 
initiative and the same human incompre- 
hension. It is the transfiguration of Jesus, 
at which the disciples fall into “a deep 
sleep.” But the heart of the vision is the 


_ message of the voice from the cloud. 


At the time of Jesus’ baptism, Luke had 
noted a similar voice and a similar 
message: But there it was directed to 
Jesus Himself, “You are my beloved Son.”

Court upholds payments for testing 


WASHINGTON (NC)—A 
New York program provid- 
ing. direct cash payments to 
non-public schools for the 
costs of certain state- 
mandated achievement 
testing programs was 
upheld by ‘the Supreme 
Court Feb. 20 in a 5-4 
decision. 


The ruling probably 
marked the first time that 
the’ court has approved 
direct cash subsidies to 
non-public schools. 


-IN A MAJORITY opinion — 


written by Justice Byron 
White, the court ruled that 
the New York testing 


program and its reimburse- - 


ments for costs incurred by 
non-public schools neither 
advanced the purposes of 
religion nor excessively 
entangled the state in the 
affairs of religion. 


“We decline toembracea 
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formalistic dichotomy that 
bear so little relationship to 
common. sense or to the 
realities of school finance,”. 
said White, rejecting 
arguments that direct cash 
payments would be a 
serious violation of church- 
state separation. 


Ina similar case from 
New York seven years ago, 
the court struck down the 
state’s testing program 
because while the program 
had secular purposes it 


also had no built-in safe- - 


guards against benefiting 
religious purposes. 


BUT THIS time the court 
upheld the New York 
testing program because, 
the court said, revisions 
made by the state legisla- 
ture in 1974 in response to 
the court’s 1973 decision 
adequately assured that 
the program would not 
benefit religion. 


One major provision in 


_ the new New York testing 


program was that the funds 
would be audited to insure 
that state expenditures for 
testing in non-public 


schools actually were being 
used for that purpose. 


- The court also noted that 
even though non-public 
school employees would be 
administering and grading 
some of the tests, the state 
program was designed to 
insure that non-public 
schools had -no control 
over the outcomes of the 


tests. | ; 


WHITE WROTE tha 
earlier court rulings striking 
down direct cash payments 
to non-public schools did 


‘not mean that all such 


payments were unconstitu- 
tional. 


“None of our (previous) 
cases requires us to 
invalidate these reimburse- 
ments simply because they 
involve payments in cash,” 
White noted. 


And he also pointed to a 
1977 Supreme Court ruling 
which upheld a similar Ohio 
testing program. While 
there were some differ- 
ences between the Ohio 
and New York testing 
programs, such as the 
provision for direct cash 
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payments, White said that 
“the differences are not of 
constitutional dimension.” 


THE MAJORITY opinion 
drew a bitter dissent from 
Justices Harry A. Black- 
mun, William J. Brennan 
and Thurgood Marshall. 


“The court in this case, | 
fear, takes a long: step 
backwards in the inevitable 
controversy that emerges 
when a state legislature 
continues to insist on 


_ providing public aid to. 
‘parochial schools,” wrote 


Blackmun. . 


Arguing that the cash 
payments were for testing 
costs “that would have 
been incurred regardless of 
the availability of reim- 
bursement from the state,” 
Blackmun said the reim- 
bursements constituted 
direct subsidy to the overall 
operating costs of the non- 


public schools and thus 


directly aided the religious 
purposes of the schools.

Grandmother studies to bea nun 


‘SISTER GRANDMA’ — Mrs. Florence

ST. STEPHENS, Wyo. — Flor- 
ence Petsch, who is studying to 
become a Franciscan nun, begins 
her new vocation with a number of 
distinctions. 


For one thing, Mrs. Petsch is a 
member of the Shoshoni Indian 
tribe and only the second of her 
people to enter the religious life. 
There are.only 52 Indian nuns in 
the United States, all but 10 of

BUT, UNLIKE many nuns, Mrs. 
Petsch has grandchildren. Her 
husband, Donald, a rancher and 
cattle buyer, died in 1976. She 
has a daughter and two grandchil- 
dren, who were full of questions 
when they learned grandma 
would be a nun. 


“What will we call Grandma? 
Sister Florence? Sister Grandma?”

her five-year-old granddaughter 
asked. “How do you explain that 
your mother is a nun?” her 
daughter asked. 


Mrs. Petsch said she is entering 
the religious life because she 
wanted to understand her religion 
more thoroughly, to be able to 
respond simply but correctly. to 
the challenging theological 
questions put to her by the native 
American children. 


SHE WAS BORN at Fork 
Washakie on the Wind River 
Reservation in Wyoming. Her 
father was Shoshoni, her mother 
Irish and English. She has lived on 
the reservation all her life and for 
the past nine years has been 
home coordinator for St. Steph- 
en’s Indian Mission School. 


When her husband died, she 
said she wanted to die too. He had 
been the strong leader in the 
family and she wasn’t certain she 
could manage alone. 


“If | had a problem, I’d just pick 
up the phone and dial my 
husband,” she said. “It took mea 
while to learn | had a direct dial 
system to God.” 


WHEN SHE DECIDED to 
become a Franciscan, it was her 
own decision. And she was 
impressed with the way things fell 
into place after her decision. 


“A week after | made up my 
mind, the Franciscans’ vocational 
director just happened to pay a 
rare visit to the mission, and then 
the director of the Franciscans’ 
Sister Formation stopped by, and 
finally mother general came on St. 
Patrick’s Day. Just like clock- 
work.” 


The structure of the religious 
life appeals to her, with the days 
planned, and always something to 
do. She isn’t concerned about her 
age being a barrier because she’s 
“always worked well with people of 
all ages.” 


BECAUSE SHEis a late starter, a 
special program is being de- 
signed for her by the Franciscan - 
motherhouse in Portland, Ore. 


She expects to miss Wyoming 
during her studies, but she hopes 
to return to St. Stephens, where 
the Franciscans have worked 
since 1887. She would like to work 
in the alcoholism or social action 
programs. 


When asked if -her heritage 
influenced her decision, she 
answers no, but adds, “Well, | 
suppose | do hope that, if | 
succeed, this will encourage other 
Indian women to consider this 
vocation. Yes, | hope that.”
